If it be a fact as claimed by some good 


people that the nationwide publicity of 
crime news tends to increase the com- 
mission 01 offenses, a condition exists re- 
quiring prompt and decisive action. 
Newspapers are semi-public institutions 
and should be guided in the public inter- 
.est There is nothing more effective in 
smothering crime than to get at it before 
it can get started. But is there any rea- 
sonable basis for *he idea? And if so do' 
the merits of publicity outweigh the de- 
merits? 


We rather guess the recent claim Is 


based upon two offshoots of the Hickman 
case, one the Michigan crime and the oth- 
er the fact that blackmailing threats have 
seemed to increase. The Michigan crim- 
inal advanced the highly improbable if 
not impossible story that he was so over- 
come with pity for the object of Hick- 
man's brutality that he went and did like- 
wise, a weak attempt to feign insanity. 
Fewvare ever brought before the bar of. 
justice without projecting some excuse or 
some.pretext of an"excuse. The Michigan 
one was worse than a sham because sub- 
sequent developments established the 
fact that the Michigan criminal had atr 
tacked other children before he ever 
heard of Hickman and probably even be- 
fore Hickman was born. 
So much for 


that." 


It is true that certain minds are con- 


trolled to some extent by suggestion but

What would occur were newspapers to 
throw crime news into the "waste basket? 
The same example "will show a result the 
country could never tolerate. Without a 
widespread printing of the fearful details 
of his crime would Hickman now 'be in 
jail? As a result of the newspaper public- 
ity there was such a revulsion of feeling 
as to contribute a hundred thousand dol- 
lar reward for his capture. The same re- 
vulsion of feeling, and entirely indepen- 
dent of any desire for reward, put on 
Hickman's track tens of thousands of 
eyes. There \vas no possible escape ex- 
cept a grave in the river. Ask those who 
have the arduous, painstaking and gen- 
erally underpaid task of actually ascer- 
taining the identity of the criminal and 
finding where he is, how they would fare 
without newspaper cooperation. It would 
be interesting to know how many are 
brought to justice by telephone tips based 
on the description and pictures sent 
broadcast through the press. These re- 
sults are very natural ones because ordi- 
nary people hate crime and detest crim- 
inals from chicken thieves up. and are 
ready-and willing to assist if they know 
how to be of assistance. 
T1-ey cannot 


know unless they get'their information 
from the newspaper. It seems simple that 
the chances of apprehending a criminal 
are increased in proportion to the num- 
ber of people on the outlook for him. 


ien too upon the reportorial staff of ev- 


«y newspaper are keen, bright young 
men who have in many instances been the 
direct jneans of unravelling some of the 


^most puzzling crimes. The press associ- 
^Ations have representatives in every town 
^considered worth while. Altogether it is

carry, to avoid. - 
The really hurtful thing about the

How many 
such concluded that their maturing plans 
better be abandoned for a less dangerous 
business? Of course there is no way of 
accurately determining such facts but is 
there any reasonable doubt as to the re- 
suits? 


In England crimes are given detailed 


publicity, yet, in proportion' to popula- 
tion there were in 1926 eighty-six times 
as many murders alone in the city of Chi- 
cago. The fact that during one twelve- 
months period only one murderer in 
England escaped the noose, and he com- 
mitted suicide, is the thing that keeps 
crime down. If the same proportion of 
success in convictions attended trials in 
this country, we would obtain the same 
favorable results. Were convictions to 
follow with trip-hammer relentlessness 
they would effect a certain cure, for a 
vicious disease cannot be eradicated with 
sweetened syrup. 


PUNISHING DRUNKEN DRIVERS 


In Chicago a few days ago a drunken 


driver who had run over and killed a 
child was sentenced to the Illinois state 
penitentiary to serve a term of from one 
year to life following the plea of an as- 
sistant state's attorney that "the drunk- 
en autoist is the most dangerous criminal 
in our midst." 


The Chicago court which imposed this 


sentence established a precedent which 
judges of other courts might well consid- 
er when autoists convicted of drunken- 
ness are befqje them for sentence. As has 
been said in these editorial columns on 
several occasions, the drunken driver is a 
potential murderer, in that he pilots a 
death-dealing machine when he is not in 
control of his faculties. Only a kind Prov- 
idence which, watches over drunks and 
fools prevents more fatalities than now 
are charged to drunken drivine. 


Last year more than fifty autoists were 


arrested and- fined in Outagamie county 
for driving while drunk. The sentence al- 
most invariably was S50 fine and prohi- 
bition to drive for six months. The fact 
that fifty or more autoists were arrested 
for this crime does not indicate that the 
punishment meted out here acts as deter- 
rent to drunken driving. It is quite ap- 
parent that a much more drastic penalty 
must be invoked to awaken the torpid 
minds of autoists who think that alcohol 
and gasoline can be mixed with safety. 
Perhaps if the sentence were thirty days 
in jail, in addition to the driving prohibi- 
tion, it would drive home to more men 
the character of the offense they commit 
when they "take a drink" while charged 
with the responsibility of driving a car. If 
the proof of the pudding is in the eating, 
then $50 and costs is not an adequate pun- 
ishment for drunken driving. The experi- 
ment of being more severe should be 
tried.

Dairy Shorthorns, 
Red Polls and Jerseys gave a higher 
total production when 
milked but 
twice. 


Butter tests revealed that Jerseys, 


Guernseys, and Dairy Shorthorns pro- 
duced more butter when milked twice, 
while the Lincoln Red Shorthorns, the 
Red Polls and the Blue Albions gave 
more butler if milked three times dai- 
ly- Friesians milked three times a day 
yielded a higher fat percentage than 
others of the same breed milked twice. 


A number of practcal dairy farmers 


claim an increased yield of both milk 
and butter and a much more regular 
daily yield throughout lactation, when 
cows are milked thrice daily. Late 
evening milking, necessitated by their

jiays Dr. Hall. If the physician had 
entirely ignored the parasites of man 
in the North Temperate Zone, sani- 
tary measures as applied by the cook, 
the barber, the plumber, the veterin- 
arian, and others would in time have 
eradicated many of them. But with 
livestock the case is different, he 
says. It is difficult or impossible to 
apply even known methods of sanita- 
tion to domesticated animals in many 
cases. 


CAUSE OWN TROUBLE 


"Domestic animals," says Dr. Hall, 


•'especially pasture animals, soil their 
table with their manure which often 
bears the worm eggs and larvae of 
numerous parasites; other susceptible 


asites. and only such pests as lice and 
mange mites, traveling with the host, 
and insects such as warble flies, horn 
flies and gnats that had anticipated 
airplane transportation, could 
keep 


up with the constantly moving range 
herds. Confining livestock to limited 
pasture areas was highly favorable to 
the female worm's efficiency of re- 
production. Individual sworms often 
produce from a thousand to 25 million 
eggs at a time, literally seeding the 
pasture lands with these enormous 
numbers of eggs. 


"Under the conditions 
of modern 


transportation, it seems inevitable to 
Dr. Hall that all possible parasites of 
livestock now present in or subse- 
quently introduced into this country 
must in a. short time have practically 
a nation-wide distribution. The Zoo- 
logical Division of which he is chief 
is trying to man the distribution of 
these animal parasites in the hope
